The sugvestion has been made that 
the Chairmen of Elective Committees 
appear in person before the Executive 
Committee when presenting their reports. 
The Executive Committee recommends that 
this be incorporated in the By-Laws. 

You are accordingly notified that 
at the Annual Vesting of the Chapter on 
Wednesday, June 7, the following amend= 
ment to the By-Laws will be voted upon. 

To Article 12, Section h, Reports of 
Committee, edd paragraph (b), so that 
Section ربا‎ Reports of Committees, shall 
read as follows; 

(a) Every committee shall make an 
arnual report to the Executive Commit- 
tee at the close of its work, and at 
such other times as the Executive Come 
mittee directs. 

(b) The reports of Elective Committe 
ees to the Executive Committee may be 
presented in person by the Chairman or 
his representative, who shall have the 
privilege of discussing the subject 
which may be the concern of his commite 
tee.
